He declared that 
tho whole affair was a trap to com- 
promise fie factirn of royalists renre- 
sonted by the Monarcla, and denied 
that the party was preparing for any 
armed conspiracy at this moment, as 
such an act, he said, "would only de- 
lay the suicide ot the present rel 
glme," .
